INTRODUCTION 


According to the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modifications) Order, 1956 
issued by the President of India 55 communities 
were treated as Scheduled Castes throughout 
Rajasthan, except Ajmer district, Abu Road 
taluka of Sirohi district and Sunel Tappa of 
Jhalawar district. In Ajmer district 38 commu- 
nities were included in the Scheduled Castes, 
while Abu Road taluka bad 24 and Sunel Tappa 
25. Six communities were classed as Scheduled 
Tribes throughout the State except Ajmer 
district, Abu Road taluka of Sirohi district and 
Sunel Tappa of Jhalawar district. Only 2 commu- 
nities were classified as Scheduled Tribes in 
Ajmer district, as many as 19 in Abu Road 
taluka of Sirohi district and 3 in Sunel Tappa of 
Jhalawar district. A list of the communities 
included in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes is given as 
Annexure elsewhere in this volume- 

2. It will be observed that in this list 
there is only one caste ‘Pasi' that is scheduled 
' for the entire State. Apart from this caste, 
which is common throughout the State, a set of 
37 different castes are scheduled throughout the 
State except Ajmer district, Abu Road taluka of 
Sirohi district and Sunel Tappa of Jhalawar dis- 
trict, while Ajmer district has another set of 17, Abu 
Road taluka of 23 and Sunel Tappa of 15. A list of 
castes scheduled in these regions is given below: —

3. It will further be observed that some Sched- 
uled Castes are common to some areas. While 
four Scheduled Castes (Balai, Kanjar, Khatik and 
Sansi) are common throughout the State except Abu 
Road taluka of Sirohi district, 12 Scheduled Castes

4. There is only one Caste namely Koli or Kori 
that is common throughout the State except Ajmer 
district and Abu Road taluka of Sirohi district. 
It may be noted that there are four Scheduled 
Castes, namely Dhed, Dom, Meghwal and Mahar, 
which are common in Ajmer district and Sunel 
Tappa of Jhalawar district. 

5. It has already been^stated that none of the 
tribes are Scheduled throughout the State. It will, 
however, be observed that Bhil and Bhil Mina are 
Scheduled throughout the State except Abu Road 
taluka of Sirohi district and Sunel Tappa of 
Jhalawar district. 

6. It will be observed that a large number of 
communities scheduled in the areas of Abu Road 
taluka of Sirohi district and Sunel Tappa of 


Jhalawar district are not actually found in these 
regions. This has happened because the lists of 
Scheduled Castes/Tribes of the districts (Banas- 
kantha district of former Bombay State and Mand- 
saur district of the former Madhya Bharat State) 
to which these regions were previously attached, 
were made applicable in their case without deter- 
mining which of the Castes/Tribes were actually 
found in these parts. 


7. It will also be observed that a few castes 
have been spelt differently in the Presidential Order 
for various regions. The following is a list of such

It appears that the castes which have been spelt 
differently are only variations in. spellings and 
they are in. fact not different. This, however, will 
be more clear after the' ethnographic studies now 
being made by this organisation are completed. 


8. It will further be observed that some sort 
of groupings of castes have been made in the 
Presidential Order for various regions. Some of the 
castes in the groups in one region, however, seem 
to be similar to those appearing either individually 
or in groups in other regions.

10. It will be observed that district Jaipur has 
the largest number of the Scheduled Caste popula- 
tion while Udaipur district has the largest popula- 
tion of the Scheduled Tribes. 

11. Amongst the various communities which 
constitute the Scheduled Castes of the State, the 
group of Chamars is the most predominant. 43% 
of the Scheduled Castes population of the State 
belongs to this group.

level. This information was considered very insu- 
fficient for the purposes of planning and a detailed 
programme was therefore adopted for the Census 
1961 which attempts to remove this lacuna. The 
data now collected will be found useful for formula- 
ting of schemes and serve as a bench-mark for the 
assessment of progress made by these backward 
communities from time to time. Essential data such 
as Industrial Classification of Persons at Work and 
Non-workers by Sex ( Table SCT-I ), Age and 
Marital Status ( Table SCT-II ), Education ( Table 
SCT-III ) and Religion (Table SCT-1V) has now 
been presented at the district level for each indivi- 
dual community forming the Scheduled Castes and 
the Scheduled Tribes of the State. 

21. A table, constructed on a sample basis, 
shows for the total Scheduled Castes and Schedu- 
led Tribes the number of households engaged in 
cultivation classified by their interest in land and 
size of land cultivated in the rural areas of the 
various districts. 

22. A few special tables have also been made 
which present for total Scheduled Castes, at district 
level, information on Persons not at work Classi- 
fied by Sex, Type of Activity and Educational 
levels (Table SC-I) and for each individual Schedu- 
led Tribe, information on Mother Tongue and 
Bi-lingualism (Table ST-I) and Persons not at 
work Classified by Sex and Type of Activity 
(ST-II). 

23. All these tables are presented in the pages 
that now follow.
